J. Simmons convicted in fed 
eral court last Saturday of attempt- 
ing to pass a raisod bill 
was 
sen- 
tenced yesterday 
morning 
to six 
months in tho penitentiary 
and to 
pay a fino of 810. 
Tho leniency of tho court in 
im- 
posing tho penalty was induced by 
tho previous 
good 
reputation 
of 
tho dofondant together 
with 
tho 
boliefoftho 
prosecution 
that he 
was merely trying to got rid 
ol 
a 
bill which had been 
passed upon 
him by somo 
moro 
guilty 
person 
than himself. 
Simmons may bo indcod 
thank- 
ful that tho raised bill was a treas 
ury note, for a reason that 
is not 
generally known. 
Tho 
maximum 
punishment for tho enmo of alter- 
ing or trying to pass a bank nolo 
is fifteen years in tho penitentiary 
and a fine of 81000. 
The minimum 
is fivo years 
in 
tho penitentiary 
and a fino of 850. 
There must bo 
both fino and imprisonment. 
For tho offenso of trying to pass 
a rai&ed treasury 
noto

mum punishment is tho same, 
but

Tho Kimball brothers 
and Jos.
